Country physicians in many instances 


have adopted the use of pigeons as 
messengers. A physician raises a loft 
of carriers, and when 'he visits a patient 
four or five miles away he carries with 
him a basket containing one of his 
birds. If dangerous symptoms arise in 
the night or the following day the 
pigeon is released with a message. 
Some physicians with long country 
routes carry naif a dosen or more of 
these pigeons on their rounds and leave 
one at each place. A''dally report of 
the different cases can thus be obtained 
by pigeon service.. This service has also 
been extended on large Western farms. 
Some farmers receive daily reports of 
the markets from the city In this way 
when there are no telephone or tele- 
graph wires to send the messages. All 
tha/ Is required Is a trip to' the city 
once a fortnight to carry back the birds 
and some one in the city to write the 
reports and release the pigeons.

The:' Hawaiian Forester .and Agricul- 


turist prints in full tne report of Wm. 
L Hall on the forests of the Hawaiian

LIMITS OF THE ORIGINAL

Originally the forests/ were limited 


only by auch natural, conditions as lack 
of rainfall, elevation and lava flows. 


The northeast trade winds keep the 


windward mountain slopes saturated by 
frequent rains during the greater part 
of the year, and on these slopes, at 
derations of 1,500 to 3,000 feet, where 
the rainfaM . is greatest, is found the 
heaviest forest 
Towards regions of 


lessened exposure to trade winds and 
decreased rainfall' the, forest becomes 
thinner an3 of poorer quality,^ and- on 
leeward, where the' rainfall is in plates 
lesr than 30- or 40 inches per year, there 
is often no forest at "'all. Probably the 
areai which originally bore no forest 
because-of insufficient rainfall was quite 
large*, for it is certain that all of the 
important islands^ now; have large trlbcts 
to which no trees, of -the native forest 


e adapted. 
Elevation has pat a sharp limit to 


the forest on die islands of Hawaii and 
Maui at from 6,opo to &ooo feet This 
leaves very lanse areas of Manna* Loa, 
Mauna Kea/ Hnalalai and Haleakala 
devoid of fdrest, 'and they have always 
been so.

ally. The Island of Molokai well ittns- 
trates'this pomt This island, 38 miles 
long by 8 miles wide, has a .range or 
mountains over 4jooo feet high at its 
eastern end, drops to a low plain: in 
the center and rises to 1.380 feet near 
the v-estern end. 
Originally all ithe 


eastern end well down to'the central 
plain, and the highest part of .the west* 
ern 'end, were heavily forested.

ent even to indicate former conditions::

No estimate can be given of tbe ratio 


of the present forest to.that of a cen-| 
tury ago. The former area is unknown, j 
and the present forests are so inacces- j 
sible and so irregular in shape .that a] 
safe estimate cannot be made without i 
much further study". .But it.is certain 
that the present area^ which may not! 
b* more than 20 per cent of the islands,' 
is but a small part of what existed at 
that time. This result has been brought 
about by perfectly evident causes work- 
ing unretarded, year by year. 


CAUSES OF DECLINE. 


The principal causes which have 


brought about the destruction of 
the 


forests are stock, insects, grasses, fire 
and clearing. 


Stock.—Cattle were introduced into 


the islands late in the i8th century. 
They were turned cat to run at large, 
and strict laws prphfbilcd their slaugh- 
ter for a number of years.

these favorable conditions they had in- 
crea.sed to snch numbers by 1815 an to

Koa is'periodically de- 
foliated, It has- upwards of a- ddzen 
insect enemies which' threaten its- utter 
extinction.' 'Borers are even more com- 
mon than-leaf-bating Insects. In nearly 
an cases insects have been most severe 
where the forest was enervated by graz- 
ing. Portions of the nngrazed forest 
have at times been destroyed-by .insects, 
but only in consequence. 9! the head- 
way gained on near-by areas which hare 
suffered by grazing. 


Grasses.—Many, thousand acres of 


forest land despoiled by cattle " have 
.heen" overrun by rank-growing grasses 
which have Tendered conditions^ prohib- 
itive o£," forest reproductions. Prob- 
ably the" worst of these is Hub grass 
(Paspalum conjagarum), which grows 
2 to 3'feet high^in the. rainy districts' 
-and forms a dense mat several inches 
thick over the surface of. the ground. 
Tree seeds cannot germinate beneath it 
Another coarse grass of similar habits 
is the so-called rice grass (Maulike).

The New York Tribune prints a re- 


port that, after a search, extending' 
through several centuries and entailing 
-the expenditure of many thousands o£ 
dollars, the fabulous treasure buried In 
the time of the Incas, and valued at 
$16,000,000, has Just ? *en discovered by a 
group of British and American en-< 
glneers, according to reports brought 
to New York by a South American offi- 
cial. Advices from BoUvia ten of great 
excitement among the natives, as there 
Is, according to their belief, still hurled 
gold valued at $30,000.000, The 
jMipers of Bolivia and Peru, publish the 
news of the discovery under "scare" 
headlines urtusual in those parts. . ' 


This rich treasure, consisting of tte 


.purest' gold; . was buried and . found at 
Chayalfaya, in* the interior of the re- 
public. About 400 years ago, at the 
time of the assassination of Atahualpa, 
king of the Xncas, the gold- was buried 
by his followers. Since then Innumer- 
able exploring parties, native and for- 
eign, have made .fruitless searches, for 
the gold. It was by mere accldent.that 
the lucky finders 'came upon/the an- 
cient treasure,, which many .had come to 
consider as a myth. ' They discovered It 
in making surveys and driving stakes 
for another enterprise, according to the 
reports.

Justice Perry Is author of a majority 


decision of the Supreme : Court, 'Chief 
justice Frear signing' it with him,, to 
the mandamus suit of E. O. Hall & 
Son. Ltd., ,vs. Lyle A. Dickey. Flain- 
tiff wanted the writ to compel the 
respondent, as District Magistrate of 
Honolulu, to Issue execution," pending 
an appeal to ~ the Circuit 'Court, in a 
cause wherein the respondent gave 
Judgment ''for the plaintiff for '1309.40. 
The magistrate found there was good 
cause for issuing, the execution 00 far 
asxthe appeal was concerned, out de- 
nied it on the ground that the law of 
1^92 purporting to authorise such 'Is- 
suance was not applicable to district 
magistrates where ^he amount involved^ 
was over $300. 
In hlff answer the 


respondent set up the additional- point 
that the Judgment, being, lor an ' a- 
mount exceeding 1300, was beyond his 
Jurisdiction and therefore voidable, 


It is decided by^the court that the 


latter point was previously' settled In, 
the case of Lewers & Coofee vs. Bed* 
house, where it was said: "Attorney's 
commissions and' «osts allowed by 
statute should not, we j>reaunje, be in- 
cluded m determining the JuriBdlc- 
tlonal amount ^They are not^ part of 
the claim OP. of,, the/amount sued for." 
In the case- under consideration the 
Judgment was for $275,91 damages, $15.- 
26 Interest, $^4.7* attorney's 
sions and $3.46 costs of court. . Exclud- 
ing commissions and costs, the amount 
of the judgment is 'decided as having 
been within, the Jurisdiction of

The court then takes Up the" law 


bearing on the -issuing of executions 
by «. district iBagiatrate.

Justice Oalbraith contends that the 


decision of the Supreme Court before 
the'law was amended is equally perti?

where a jury trial is Impossible, pend- 
ing an appeal to the Circuit Court, 
where such a trial la available, is prac- 
tically a denial of the right to a jury 
trial. • • • To be entirely effective 
this right should be available before the ' 
defendant's property is seised and sold 
under execution. To selxe and sell his 
property and then permit him to have 


jury trial to determine whether or 


not It should have be«n seheed and sold, 
s, to put it mildly, placing restrictions 
about this constitutional guarantee that 
ought not to be upheld.'"

G. D. Gilraan, of Boston, has fceen spending the winter in Ja- 


maica, and, as usual ha*, kept his ejte&open for anything of interest 
to Hawaii. * He has sent the Advertiser a number of clippings from 
the Jamaica newspapers, relating"to ^he sugar industry. The indus- 
try has been in a demoralized state for some yeaTs. The high 'duty 
imposed by the United States leaves little or no profit on sugar sold 
there while the high export bounties heretofore paid by European 
countries has enabled them to export at cost and even less, and com- 
pete destructively with the West Indies$.itt .tho free market of Eng- 
land. 


THE BRUSSELS CONVENTION. 


Two jrears ago the beet sugar predating countries of Europe, 


with the- exception of Russia, joined fn the "Brussels Convention," 
by which they agreed to discontinue paying bounties. 


This convention went into-effect'last September.

It wrafiPeJcpected that the effect of this convention would be to 


lower the price of sugar itf the bounty paying-cqrtintrfes, aad" raise 
it in England. The lowering of the price on continental "Europe 
was expected tcjrjdecrease^tbe output, as" many sections of Europe 
danqot produce beets at a profit without i supporting, bounty. It 
was>also expected that a secondary effect would be an increase of 
consumption, as the peasants who could not tfuy sugar at gc. a_U>.
